It seems clear that the subject matter of the 
newly submitted claims is neither disclosed nor 
even suggested by the prior art documents relevant 
to the application. It therefore seems that the 
combination of technical features in the newly 
submitted independent arrangement claim 1 does not 
belong to the prior art relevant to the 
application and would not usually be suggested 
thereby. Consequently, the subject matter of the 
newly submitted independent arrangement claim 1 
appears to be novel and inventive (PCT Article 
33 (2) and (3) ) . 

The newly submitted arrangement claims 2 to 10 
appear to be directly or indirectly dependent on 
the newly submitted arrangement claim 1 and 
likewise appear to meet the requisite PCT 
requirements in respect of novelty and inventive 
step. 

The newly submitted independent method claim 11 
has not been drafted in the two-part form pursuant 
to PCT Rule 6.3(b). However, the two-part form 
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Box No. V Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 
citations and explanations supporting such statement 

would appear to be appropriate in this case. 
Consequently, the features known in combination 
from the prior art (document Dl) belong in the 
preamble (PCT Rule 6.3(b) (i) ) and the remaining 
features in the characterising part (PCT Rule 
6.3 (b) (ii) ) . 

In the present case, all the features which are 
already known in combination from document Dl must 
belong in the preamble of such a claim. 

Sine all the technical features or method steps in 
the newly submitted independent method claim 11 
are already mentioned in the form of arrangement 
elements in the newly submitted independent 
arrangement claim 1, the observations made above 
also apply "mutatis mutandis" . 
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
